Altho ugh the o peratio n was a 
co mplete success, as the hum o rists say , the 
patient died. It lingered and leafed o ne m ole 
summer, then passed to that Bey o nd to winch 
go o d trees must go . 
Its faded and straggly 
beauty is no w seen in the co unty museum, lo r 
y esterday Mr. Winder« again swung him self 
into a bo ’s W s chair and lifted him self to the 
to wer, where he remo v ed the fifty -fo ur-y ear- 
o ld tree bo dy and so ul and cemented up the in­ 
cisio n in the sto nes which the tree itself had 


made.

This was th° seco nd child in a fam ily o l 
three tr^es which hav e lent fame to the to wer 
and to Greensburg. The first tree appeared in 
1 8 7 0, but there was a fear that it wo uld damage 
the to wer and so , when so me remo deling was 
do ne, this healthy little upstart was grubbed 
o ut and to ld to be itself. Fiv e y ears later a sec­ 
o nd tree came up to lo o k the city o y er, and this 
time the co mmissio ners and public sentim ent 
co ncurred in the decisio n to just see ho w far 
it wo uld go . Fo r half a century peo ple kept o n 
watching to see ho w far it wo uld go , and then 
Mr. Winders, acting as undertaker fo r the co un­ 
ty co mmissio ners, finally helped it ho bble o ff 
its perch and into the museum. The third child 
o f the family no w lo o ks saucily o v er the co rnice 
fro m the so utheast co rner o f the to wer o ppo site 
the lo catio n o f the o lder bro ther, no w deceased. 
The baby o f the family is abo ut fiv e feet tall 
and healthy eno ugh to equal the reco rd o f the 
o ther tree if it has half a chance. 
There has been much argument as to the 
species o f tree that inhabits the to p o l 
the 
to wer. It has been generally called a maple, in 
spite o f the fact that fo r y ears it has been defi­ 
nitely kno wn that it do es no t bear the general 
aspects o f a maple. The bureau o f fo restry in 
the Indiana department o f co nserv atio n so me 
y ears ago tentativ ely identified it as an aspen, 
a rare species in Indiana. In July , 1 92 3 , a pio - 
fesso r o f bo tany fro m the Univ ersity o f C hi­ 
cago v iewed the tree thro ugh a pair o f bino cu­ 
lars, and also a leaf, and declared it to be a 
linden. 
Two y ears ago when the tiee was 
trimmed a sectio n o f the limb was seen by an 
ex pert in wo o ds who unhesitatingly remaiked 
that it was a linden. Last y ear Richard Lieber, 
, 
, ,, 
linden 
directo r o f the department o f co nserv atio n, when here to r an address, said that the linden 
o n the to wer was o f a rare ty pe and alway s reminded nun 
ol Outer der Linden, lashio n- 
able tho ro ughfare in Berlin. lie remarked that it grew ni ro cky so ds where no uiishment 
was scarce. This co ncurrence in identificatio n fro m sucn widely different so uices is satis­ 
fy in g to tho se who are acquainted with the circumstances, and who remember that Mr. 
Winders, when he was here two y ears ago , aho 
called the tre e a linden.

co nsumptio n o f distilled alco ho l­ 
ic bev erages has decreased in 
Great Britain to abo ut a third o f 
what it was befo re the war. 
-When we talk o f co mmissio ns 
to inv estigate this industry ,•* he 
co ntinued, -peo ple fo rget that in 
so me districts the arrests 
fo r 
drunkenness hav e been reduced 
by two -thirds, while in pro hibi­ 
tio n co untries arrests fo r drunk­ 
enness hav e do ubled. In distillery 
land—the Glenliv et district

Sco tland—perhaps y o u hav e o b­ 
serv ed that the chief co nstable 
in his repo rt stated that last y ear 
no t o ne case o f drunkenness was 
disco v ered in that district." 
The results o f the Balfo ur act 


o f 19 04, which up to the present 
time has enabled licensing mag­ 
istrates to abo lish 24,000 licenses 
in England and Wales, hav e no t 
been generally appreciated, ar­ 
gued Lo rd Dewar, ex cept by the 
licensed trade itself, which paid

Last week we gav e y ou the resu lts of a test cov ering 397 hogs ru nning to 
self-feeders of Corn and Balancer. 
The beginning av erage weight being 122.45 
pou nds at close of test, 
an av erage weight of 308.28 pou nds. 
They had u sed 
423 pou nds of corn and 19.84 pou nds of Balancer for each 100 pou nds of gain 
and for each bu shel of corn fed 13.24 pou nds of pork had been produ ced. 
Note the difference in amou nt of feed req u ired to make 100 pou nd gain in 
test below, remembering first test was on good clov er and alfalfa pastu re, while 
test below part time was in dry lot. 
In the test to follow nex t week, we will show y ou the difference between 
self feeding and hand feeding which shou ld be of mu ch interest to y ou .

Test o n 59 Ho gs 


On Ju ly 24, 1929. 59 hogs that weighed 5160 pou nds or an av erage ol 87 
pou nds each were bou ght. 
On the ev ening of Au gu st 30th they were weighed. These hogs had been 
ru nning on self-feeders of both corn and Balancer in with 204 heav y hogs, so 
cou ld not tell how mu ch feed they consu med, bu t they weighed 9390 pou nds, or 
an av erage of, 159 pou nds, making a gain of 7 2 pou nds for 37 day s, or a daily 
av erage gain of 1.94 pou nds per hog per day . 
Du ring this time they were ru n-, 
ning on good clov er and alfalfa pastu re. 
On the morning of Au gu st 31st these 59 hogs were pu t in a dry lot < not a 
sprig of green stu ff of any kind), otherwise their feed was the same as before. 
They were weighed u p early in the morning of September 29 th, weighing 12,900 
pou nds, or an av erage of 218 pou nds, being on feed in dry lot 29 day s and had 
made a gain of 50 pou nds each, or a daily av erage gain per hog of 2.03 pou nds. 
Du ring the 29 day s in dry lot they had consu med 208 bu shels of corn and 
17 00 pou nds of Balancer and had gained a total of 3510 pou nds. 
To produ ce 100 pou nds of pork it had taken 332 pou nds of corn and 48 
pou nds of Balancer. 
For each bu shel of corn fed they had made a gain of 16.37 pou nds of pork. 
For each pou nd of Balancer u sed they had consu med 7 pou nds of corn. 
The 
amou nt of Balancer consu med per hog per day was 1 pou nd. 
1 pou nd of Bal­ 
ancer had been u sed for each 2.06 pou nds*of pork produ ced. 
Total nu mber of day s of feed were 66. Total av erage gain was 131 pou nds. 
This test in ev ery way , ex cept weather conditions, is the same as winter 
feeding and certainly is a v ery sev ere test on any feed combination that might 
be u sed. 
You will note on this test for each bu shel of corn u sed a gain of 
16 .8 7 
pou nds pork was produ ced while on the heav y hogs in last wTeek’s test giv en 
showed 13.24 pou nds gain for each bu shel of corn u sed. 
They were ru nning on 
clov er and alfalfa while these were in a dry lot.' 
Notice the difference in Bal­ 
ancer. 
Heav y hogs u sed 19 .8 4 pou nds Balancer for each 100 pou nds gain while 
light hogs in a dry lot u sed 48 pou nds. 
This certainly demonstrates a protein

BIG AIR FLEET 


By GEORGE M. JOHNSON 
(A. P. Staff Writer) 
Madrid — (¿P) — Spain, under 
impetus from an enthusiastic 
government, 
is 
pushing 
con­ 
struction of another great Arma­ 
da—a powerful commercial and 
military air fleet. 
Through the development of 
commercial 
airways 
Spanish 
aviation observers see an in­ 
crease in Spanish mercantile 
power, 
which 
centuries 
ago 
manifested itself in her great 
colonial empire, which has since 
dwindled to a few small holdings 
in Africa and in the Canary and 
Balearic Islands. 
Perhaps the most striking as­ 
pect of the movement is the zest 
with which efforts are being 
made to establish a regular com­ 
mercial dirigible service between 
Spain and Argentina. This pro­ 
ject, which has long been under 
consideration and which has re­ 
ceived the sanction of Spanish 
and Argentine governments, is 
being hastened into reality the 
while its sponsors acclaim the 
recent round-the-world flight of 
the Graf Zeppelin as proof of its 
practicability. 
Spain is honey-combed with 
air fields. Recently an important 
airway 
was 
established 
from 
Barcelona via Madrid and Biar­ 
ritz to Paris, allowing an outlet 
to other continental lines. 
While Spain’s sea progress has 
recently shown some minor ac­ 
tivity, aviation has bounded for­ 
ward under the leadership of mil 
itary authorities. The army has 
been instrumental in establish­ 
ment of aviation schools, plants 
to manufacture standard planes 
and parts at uniform prices and 
general improvement in landing 
facilities. The Spanish govern­ 
ment is now making an effort to 
form a union of leading foreign 
firms with Spanish companies 
and to effect establishment of 
branch factories in the country., 
Figures released by the gov­ 
ernment show that $2,800,000 
have been spent by the army in 
1929 in acquiring air apparatus, 
and of this amount nine-tenths 
was expended in Spain. Recently 
the Council of Ministers decided 
to acquire 160 more machines of 
French design but manufactured 
here. 
Flights by Spanish aviators 


also have added impetus to the 
devlopment. 
The 
exploits 
of 
Captains Jimenez and Iglesias in 
their trip from Spain to Brazil 
and the adventures of Major R a­ 
mon Franco and his companions, 
who were rescued from their 
plane near the Azores, have ser- 
i ved to fire the interest of the 
public in aeronautics. 
Aviation first commenced to 
flourish in 1923, following disas­ 
trous defeats of the Spanish 
army in Morocco. 
There has 
been a steady upward trend of 
development. 
It is estimated 
that in 1923 
the government 
purchased 30 motors and 40 bo­ 
dies against 280 and 450 respec­ 
tively from foreign companies. 
In 1929 Spanish factories have 
turned over to the government 
113 motors and 158 bodies com­ 
pared with only two bodies and 
10 motors bought from other 
countries.

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Greensburg Famous Tree's Only Operation 


The picture shows the only operation to 


which the famous tree on the tower was ever 
subjected. This was in 1927 when A. H. Wind- 
ers, Newcastle steeplejack, shown in the pic- 
ture with Shis saw, removed one large limb 
which had died. Although the operation was a 
complete success, as the humorists say, the 
patient died, ill lingered and leafed one more 
summer, then passed to that Beyond to which 
good trees must go. Its faded and straggly 
beauty as now seen in the county museum, for 
yesterday Mr. Winders again swung himself 
into a boVun's chair and lifted himself to the 
tower, where he removed the fifty-four-year- 
old tree body and soul and cemented up the in- 
cision in the stones which the tree itself had 
made 


This was th° second child in a family of 


three trees which have lent fame to -the tower 
and to Creensburg, The first tree appeared in 
1870, but there was a fear that it would damage 
the tower and so, when some remodeling was 
done, this healthy Jittle upstart was grubbed 
out and told to be itself. Five years later a sec- 
ond tree came up to look the city over, and this 
time the commissioners and public sentiment 
concurred in the decision to just see how far 
it would go. For half & century people kept on 
watching to see how far it would go, and then 
Mr. Winders, acting as undertaker for the coun- 
ty commissioners, finally helped it hobble off 
its perch and into the museum. The third child 
of the family now looks saucily over the cornice 
from the southeast corner of the tower opposite 
i 


the location of the older brother, now deceased. 
The baby of the family is about five feet tall 
and healthy enough to equal the record of the 
other tree if it has half a chance. 


There has been much argument as to the 


species of tree that inhabits the top of the 
tower. It has been generally called a maple, in 
spite of the fact that for years it has been defi- 
nitely known that it does not bear the general 
aspects of a maple. The bureau of forestry in 
the Indiana department of conservation some 
years ago tentatively identified it as an aspen, 
a rare species in Indiana. In July, 1923, a pro- 
fessor of botany from the University of Chi- 
cago viewed the tree through a pair of binocu- 
lars, and also a leaf, and declared it to be a 
linden. Two years ago when the tiee was 
trimmed a section of the limb was seen by an 
expert in woods who unhesitatingly remarked 
that it was a linden. Last year Richard Lieber, 
director of the department of conservation, when here for an address, said that the linden 
on the tower was of a rare type and always reminded him oi' Unter der Linden, fashion- 
able thoroughfare in Berlin. He remarked that it grew in rocky soils where nourishment 
was scarce. This concurrence in identification from such widely different sources is satis- 
fying to those who are acquainted with the cii'cumstances, and who remember that Mr. 
Winders, when he was here two years ago, al ?o called the tree a linden.

pounds at close of test, an average weight of 308.28 pounds.

423 pounds of corn and 19.84 pounds of Balancer for each 100. pounds of gam 
and for each bushel of corn fed 13.24 pounds of pork had been produced.
